M.  McPheeters,  Esq.,  from  the  Committee  on  Stock  and 
Proxies,  reported  to  the  meeting:

Total  representation  in  meeting  9,505  shares  out  of  total  cap- 
ital of  15,000  shares. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  meeting  was  ready  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

Mr.  Jno.  M.  Robinson,  President  of  the  Company,  submit- 
ted and  read  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  by  the  Stockholders  of  the  Raleigh  &  Gaston 
Railroad  Company  to  be  essential  to  the  interests  of  the  Company  that  there 
should  be  provided  funds  to  enable  its  President  and  Directors  to  acquire  from 
time  to  time  such  lawful  additions  to  the  property  of  the  Company  as  may 
appear  to  them  from  time  to  time  necessary  and  expedient,  and  to  pay  off  any 
debts  that  may  be  incurred  for  such  purposes,  or  in  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Company,  and  further  to  enable  them  to  acquire  from  time  to 
time  such  lawful  interest  or  interests  in  other  companies,  in  such  lawful  man- 
ner or  form  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  and  necessary  to  the  interests  of  the 
Company,  and  to  build  and  equip  branch  lines,  or  for  other  purposes  as  may 
be  authorized  by  the  Stockholders,  and  also  to  provide  for  the  present  existing 
funded  debt  of  the  Company,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  one  million  of 
dollars ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  such  funds  can  best  be  provided  by  the 
issuing  of  bonds,  coupon  or  registered,  or  both,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  secured  both 
as  to  principal  and  interest  by  a  deed  of  trustor  mortgage;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  execute,  at  such  time  as  they  may  see  fit,  a  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust  upon  this  Company's  line  of  road,  franchise  and  other 
property,  so  far  as  they  may  deem  it  expedient  to  do  so,  in  such  form,  of  such 
date  and  w.ith  such  provisions  as  may  be  approved  by  them,  to  such  trustee  or 
trustees  as  may  be  selected  by  them,  to  secure  the  payment,  of  the  principal 
and  interest,  at  the  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  interest  "paya- 
ble semi-annually,  of  twenty-five  hundred  bonds  of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
$2,500,000,  and  of  such  date  and  maturity  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Directors. 

Resolved,  That  said  bonds  be  issued  only  as  the  Company  may  require 
funds  for  any  of  the  purposes  hereinbefore  recited,  or  for  any  other  purposes 
that  may  be  authorized  by  the  Stockholders.  One  million  of  said  bonds  to  be 
retained  in  the  treasury  of  the  Company  to  retire  or  pay  off  the  present  mort- 
gage of  one  million  dollars.

The  Company  paid  during  the  year  an  amount  of  taxes  exceed- 
ing what  has  been  paid  in  previous  years  by  the  amount  of 
$15,086.49,  chiefly  under  compromise  of  certain  suits  instituted 
against  the  Company;  to  that  extent  expenses  for  the  year  have 
been  increased.  The  entire  line  of  the  Raleigh  &  Gaston  Rail- 
road is  now  laid  with  sixty-pound  steel  rails,  the  work  of  relay- 
ing the  road  with  a  heavier  rail  having  been  completed  during 
the  year. 

The  service  performed  by  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, under  the  contract  relations  existing  between  that  Company 
and  the  Raleigh  &  Gaston  Railroad  Company,  is  very  unsatis- 
factory, and  this  Company,  in  connection  with  other  Companies 
of  the  Seaboard  system  of  roads,  has  been  compelled  to  under- 
take the  building  of  a  line  of  telegraph  of  their  own  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report. 

The  Georgia,  Carolina  &  Northern  Railroad,  of  which  this 
Company  and  the  Seaboard  &  Roanoke  Railroad  Company  are 
joint  lessees,  has  been  completed,  and  is  in  operation  to  Abbe- 
ville, South  Carolina,  a  distance  of  133  miles  from  Monroe. 
Almost  the  entire  line  to  Atlanta  is  under  contract,  and  the  work 
is  being  pushed  forward  rapidly. 

With  this  report  the  Board  of  Directors  submit  the  report  of 
the  General  Manager,  which  is  furnished  in  its  usual  detail.

ROADWAY. 


The  roadway  is  in  fair  condition  except  as  to  ditching,  which 
is  badly  needed,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  done  before  the 
winter  weather  sets  in. 

Additional  side-tracks  have  been  put  in: 

One  at  Henderson,      .         .         .      3,500  feet.

A  new  55-ft.  turn-table  has  been  put  in  at  Henderson  for  the 
joint  use  of  this  road  and  the  Durham  &  Northern  Railway, 
each  road  paying  one- half  the  cost. 

At  the  close  of  last  year  there  were  23,878  cross-ties  on  hand ; 
number  received  during  the  year,  41,503;  number  put  in  track, 
44,773;  leaving  on  hand  at  the  close  of  this  year  20,608. 

The  buildings  on  the  line  of  road  have  been  kept  in  repair. 

The  bridges  over  Tar  River  and  Cedar  Creek  are  undergoing 
extensive  repairs,  and  while  the  decayed  timber  is  being  taken 
out  additional  iron  rods  are  being  put  in  to  add  to  the  strength 
to  correspond  to  the  increased  loads  they  have  to  carry.  When 
the  repairs  are  completed  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be  equal  to 
all  demands  upon  them.  This  work  was  undertaken  by  Mr. 
D.  M.  Renno,  but  death  has  removed  that  most  excellent  work- 
man, and  it  is  now  continued  by  Mr.  John  Renno. 

Many  of  the  culverts  have  given  away;  they  were  originally 
dry  culverts,  and  are  now  being  replaced  by  masonry  laid  in 
cement. 

We  are  still  using  wood  as  fuel,  but  I  think  the  time  is  near 
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at  hand  when  we  should  use  coal.  The  General  Superintendent 
has  made  a  trial  between  the  two  and  finds  the  difference  in  cost 
very  little,  if  any.  There  were  7,985  cords  of  wood  on  hand  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  we  have  received  17,649,  and 
have  used  17,680  cords.     This  includes  wood  used  at  shops. 

During  the  year  we  have  (under  contract  with  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company)  strung  a  wire  on  their  poles  between 
Weldon  and  Raleigh.  Our  telegraph  facilities  are  still  very 
poor,  and  we  are  now  in  correspondence  with  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  for  better  service. 

A  new  water-tank  of  22,000  gallons  capacity  has  been  put  up 
at  Manson,  and  two  more  tanks,  with  capacity  of  50,000  each, 
are  in  course  of  construction,  one  to  be  at  Kittrell  and  one  at 
Summit.     They  will  be  supplied  by  steam-pumps. 

MACHINERY. 

The  Machine  Department  has  been  conducted  with  economy 
and  skill.  One  16  x  24-inch  cylinder  locomotive  has  been  built 
in  our  shops,  and  two  18  x  24-inch  cylinder  locomotives  have 
been  purchased  from  the  Richmond  Locomotive  Works.  All  of 
our  locomotives  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  and  we  have 
made  repairs  for  the  Raleigh  &  Augusta  Air  Line,  the  Georgia, 
Carolina  &  Northern  and  the  Durham  &  Northern  Roads.  We 
have  made  an  extra  set  of  driving-wheels,  412  standard  car  axles, 
have  furnished  the  Carolina  Central  Railroad  with  95,495 
pounds  of  iron  castings  and  3,348  pounds  of  brass  castings,  112 
car  axles,  and  2  driving  axles.  To  the  Georgia,  Carolina  & 
Northern  Railway,  10,518  pounds  of  casting-;,  and  to  other  roads 
21,830  pounds.  We  have  built  31  box  cars,  50,000  pounds 
capacity,  1  caboose  and  6  pole  cars  for  the  G.,  C.  &  N.,  and  3 
caboose  cars  for  this  road,  besides  keeping  up  the  repairs  of  all 
the  car  equipment,  both  passenger  and  freight.
